It deals almost 
entirely with family life at Gad’s Hill and contains boyish 
accounts of festivities, cricket matches, etc. Most of the num- 
bers were printed ona small press, presented by W. H. Wills, 
and were sold at 2d. each to a very limited number of sub- 
scribers. A list of 32 subscribers is given in the issue for 
July 29, 1865. The number for Feb. 3 (actually dated 
* January th, 1866”) gives the history of the Magazine. 
“Tts origin is due to S. S. Dickens, Esq., R.N., who first. 
placed it before the Public about 6 years ago, and who edited 
it with great vigour for one year. In his time the Gazettes. 
were written with pen and ink upon common note paper, and 
sent every week to 5 subscribers. This number has since 
gradually increased, till now we can number no less than 46 
illustrious persons on our list. So also in its appearance. 
The note paper made way for larger paper, the pen and ink 
for A Manifold Writer, the latter for A Printing Press, and 
since this last great addition was made to our resources, we. 
have devoted our whole attention to the improvement and 
enlargement of our GAZETTE.” 

An account of the railway accident in which Charles Dickens. 
was involved will be found in the number for Dec. 30, 1865.

When you set up the Literary 
Examiner, my notion was, that it was only a part of the Examiner 
in another shape, and that not being able to do more for us both with 
the Liberal I returned to my Examiner tasks. I never dreamt of 
it’s being a “ Secession” from the Examiner, or most assuredly J 
should have paused before I struggled to get up a new Paper in con- 
junction with new Heads. Nor do I now think I should do wisely, 
for any Parties, in endeavouring to take Mr. Gorton along with 
me in my flight. I deemed it imprudent before, as you will have 
heard from Mrs. S(helley), but now I think it quite out of the ques- 
tion; and therefore in the MS. I send in future will go, if you 
please, at once into the Examiner. ... 

I have received a letter from Mrs. Shelley, in which she exhorts 
me to draw upon you, being certain, she says, that you expect me 
to do so, and have been surprised at my not doing it. Not hearing 
from you on this point, and having had no friend near me to 
endorse a bill, if I had drawn it, I confess I never thought of 
such a thing: but I now do it, having no other alternative ... 
My Wife (whose spitting of blood has returned) is ordered out of 
the City by the Physician; but luckily, we have at length got to a 
place, where a residence out of town is confessedly cheaper than 
in it. Our house-rent amounts to £17 a year; but meat, and all 
other provisions are cheaper than at Genoa; and I shall come 
backwards and forwards to Libraries that cost me nothing, unless 
(for a purpose which I have in view) I go to the Circulating 
Library to consult and make extracts from the Italian papers ... 
The Satire on Gifford (Ultra-Crepidarius) will come to you by 
Thursday’s post, you would have had it sooner, but unfortunately 
we left it behind us at Genoa, and it had to come by sea... Mrs. 
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Shelley’s letter relieved me from a state of frightful anxiety. We 
move to-day, and have only a dollar in the house. Should you be 
pushed very hard with this fresh bill, you must apply for help both 
to Mrs. Shelley and Mr. Novello, and shew them this letter for 
your warrant. It is the only sort of occasion on which I should 
think of calling upon them, unless they were richer: but I know 
that they will both bestir themselves heartily, if such an occasion 
should arrive ... 

I have received a letter from Greece from Mr. Trelawny, in 
which Lord B(yron) wishes me to tell you “to publish without delay 
the whole of Don Juan—that is, the 15th and 16th Cantos. You 
are to correct them as well as you can—but on no account to await 
any communication with him, as he is very anxious to have them 
out. He is delighted with your success in obtaining the Injunction, 
and indeed with all your proceedings.” So for Mr. Trelawny (an 
excellent fellow). The Greek news in the letter has, I see, been 
anticipated by the English papers, and indeed is but conjectural. 
The letter comes from Cephalonia, where Lord B(yron) was living 
on the 11th Augt.... 


THESE VERY INTERESTING LETTERS were written from Italy 
after Shelley's death, and soon after Byron’s departure for 
Greece.

... In yr. letter you mention poor Stephens (George Steevens). 
He is a loss to the critical world. His learning was considerable 
in the Latin Classics, his reading in old authors of our own 
country, inferior to none... He was certainly an acute critic and 
seems to have dedicated his whole life to Shakespere, except what 
he bestowed anonymously, on friends and foes in news-paper squibs 
and letters. My friend Mr. Malone, once his fellow labourer in the 
Shakesperian Vineyard, is never idle. His Shakespeare wants 
nothing but a larger type to be all that can be wanted or wished. 
Stephen’s last edition (of Shakespeare), of wch. he sent me a copy 
on wove paper, is beautifully edited. Mr. Malone’s Dryden must 
give great pleasure to true lovers of that excellent poet. It is 
perhaps too minute for others, but for myself, I never can have 
enough to satisfy my craving love and curiosity. 

Dr. Burney then gives an account of Malone’s accident and the 
illnesses following it, “he is now to my great joy out of danger,” 
and follows with a dissertation on Miltonic music, with references 
to Henry John Todd, of whom “and his work (i.e. the edition of 
Milton) I am an utter stranger.” ‘The Doctor then mentions his own 
famous work on the History of Music, followed by references to 
Handel and Dr. Johnson. ‘ You wish for specimens of dramatic 
music previous to 1550 of Polititian’s melodrama, Orfio, you may 
be certain that I cd. find nothing more than J have told in Histy, 
Vol. II of any other dramatic music, none was to be found in 
Italy, till the latter end of the 16th centy. Nor do I believe that 
any other vocal music was used on the stage, but that of Madrigals, 
set sometimes on purpose, when the words were analogous to the 
piece; but much more generally taken from printed collections of 
Madrigals. ‘Trios at this early period, were Madrigals in 3 parts 
... lL never saw Langham’s tears of music; but when Handel died, 
I knew so much more of his works than any poet or Biographer cd. 
tell me, that I read nothing then on the subject, except Mr. Main- 
waring’s life of the great musician, wch. is very deficient and inaccur- 
ate concerning Handel’s early life, wch. I did not. know till it was 
too late: for trusting to him before I had recd. better documents 
from Germany, I was obliged to cancel my acct. of Handel previous 
to his arrival in England and write it over again. A good impres- 
sion of my head from Sir Jos. Reynolds, engraved by Bartolozzi, 
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is at your service if you will get any friend to call for it, who 
will undertake to deliver it to you ... I lament the loss of the 
learned member of our Club, Dr. Warton, whose general taste was 
doubtless good; but in his edit: of Pope, his bitterness against one 
of the founders of that Club, Dr. Johnson, is disgraceful. Indeed, 
there is little now in his notes, but his endeavours to depreciate and 
invalidate every opinion of that literary and moral giant. I cd. give a 
long and true hist. of his evident hostility against the memory of such 
a man—whem he was courting and consulting in all the early 
part of his life .... You wish for old Madrigals, wch. may have 
been performed on the stage between the acts of a drama, or 
incidentally. ‘The oldest printed music wch. I could find in any of 
the libraries in Italy or elsewhere was printed in the year 1519. 
I have some ‘Trios or Madrigals in 3 parts by Cortantio Festa, 
an excellent composer of that time—some by Archaditt of 1544, 
of Alipandro Striggio, 1559, who was often employed (at) several 
courts of Italy on occasion of great festivals—and of the famous 
Madrigalist, Laca Marcuzio, I have 8 or 9 sets, and have trans- 
scribed the best of numerous others—if you meet with the words 
of Madrigals that were sung in the old drama, wch. you have 
examined, or intend to analyse and will find: me the first line, 
perhaps I may find the original music ...” etc.

This fine manuscript was presented to the late Mr. 

The 
pages are, as usual, closely covered; the handwriting, 
though still regular and characteristic, is less legible 
than that of earlier works and shows signs both of declin- 
ing health and of the pressure at which Scott worked 
to complete the “ Tales.” In accordance with his cus- 
tomary method of composition, sentences once committed 
to paper are very seldom erased or seriously amended ; 
but additions and interpolations of some length are 
common. The longest of these extends to a whole chapter 
(No. XIV, “ Of the Government of Scotland”), which 
was apparently added as an afterthought; its sheets are 
separately paged, and the: author has written “ End of 
Vol: 1” at the conclusion of the preceding chapter. A 
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notable feature of the manuscript les in the number of 
small verbal differences from the printed text. In spite 
of the “ease and heartiness” with which the “ Tales” 
were composed, it is clear that the proofs were revised 
with laborious care. Steeped in Scottish history and 
tradition, Scott made light work of facts and arrange- 
ment, writing on one occasion the contents of forty 
printed pages in a day; but in the final polishing of his 
text no pains were spared. 

“For them (the ‘* Tales’) alone would Scott deserve 
remembrance, even had he written no poems or composed 
no Waverley Novels; and their reception at the time was 
‘more rapturous than that of any one of his works since 
Ivanhoe” They are indeed as delightful as any of his 
novels. The romantic interest is carefully preserved, and 
the old skilled hand ever makes the most of his always 
excellent material.” Norgate, Life of Sur W. Scott, p. 289. 

It may be noted that the title appears (on a leaf pre- 
ceding Vol. II) as “ Tales of My Grandfather.” At the 
head of Chapter 1, Vol. II “my” has been written again, 
but corrected by the author to “a.”
